The  Supreme  Council  was  called  off  at  11.15  o’clock  a. 
m.,  and  a  Lodge  of  Perfection,  14  ,  opened,  and  members  of 
the  Rite  admitted. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  delivered  the 
annual  address,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Supreme  Council  A.\  Sr  A.'.  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
Illustrious  Brethren  : 

By  the  favor  of  a  kind  and  beneficent  Providence  it  is  my  privilege  and 
pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  Annual  Session  of  this  Supreme  Council.  Let  us 
therefore  render  thanks  to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  who  has  mercifully  preserved  us 
through  another  year  amidst  the  vicissitudes  which  are  the  common  lot  of 
humanity,  a  year  which  has  passed  so  quickly  that  to  me  it  appears  but  yesterday 
we  were  convened  in  the  City  of  St.  John,  and  the  recollection  of  that  pleasant 
occasion  is  still  fresh  and  green  in  our  memories  ;  but  this  rapid  revolution  of 
time  reminds  us  that  another  year  has  gone  to  be  numbered  with  the  past,  and  we 
reverently  thank  the  Giver  of  all  good  and  perfect  gifts  that  so  many  of  us  have 
been  spared  and  permitted  to  be  present  and  participate  in  this  re-union  of  our 
Brotherhood.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  those  who  have  been  so  long  and 
intimately  associated  as  we  have  been,  in  the  work  of  the  Supreme  Council,  to 
assemble  together  and  renew  the  fraternal  relations  and  personal  friendships  of 
the  past,  and  he  whose  heart  is  not  warmed  by  such  a  meeting  and  the  memories 
which  it  revives  has  lived  to  little  purpose,  and  is  poorly  fitted  for  either  the  work 
of  Masonry  or  the  duties  of  life. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  for  the  purpose  of  this  Session  we  are 
privileged  to  meet  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  the  capital  of  this  large  and  prosperous 
Province.  Pleasant  indeed  is  it  for  us  to  be  enabled  to  assemble  in  these  hand¬ 
some  and  commodious  apartments,  generously  provided  by  the  energetic  and 
painstaking  brethren  of  this  valley,  and  devoted  exclusively  to  the  uses  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  I  desire  to  heartily  congratulate 
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you  on  the  great  progress  made  during  the  past  six  years,  since  we  were  assembled 
in  session  in  this  city,  not  only  for  your  large  increase  in  membership,  but  also 
for  the  great  improvements  made  in  your  apartments  and  the  better  facilities  for 
effectually  rendering  the  several  degrees. 

We  have  been  called  together  for  the  performance  of  such  duties  as  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  Order  impose  upon  us,  and  such  as  devolve  upon 
us  as  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General.  These  duties  require  at  our  hands 
such  legislation  for  the  Order  as  will  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  influential 
Brotherhood  whose  government  is  committed  to  our  care.  The  trust  vested  in 
you  of  legislating  for  the  Rite  is  by  no  means  an  unimportant  one. 

The  jurisdiction  now  actually  occupied  by  the  Supreme  Body  embraces  every 
Province  in  our  broad  Dominion.  The  membership  is  made  up  of  men  who  have 
learned  from  the  Blue  Lodge  the  value  and  excellency  of  Freemasonry,  and  whose 
love  for  it  has  induced  them  to  persevere  and  study  the  system  to  the  end  in  an 
intelligent  manner. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  increase  of  numbers  alone  is  not  always  a  true 
test  of  strength  and  prosperity,  and  while  our  increase  in  membership  has  not 
been  rapid,  it  is  made  up  of  careful  selection  from  the  most  intelligent  and  con¬ 
scientious  Masons,  and  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  our  progress  is  healthy 
and  that  the  Rite  is  now  firmly  established  in  this  Dominion. 

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Supreme  Council  on  the 
first  day  of  its  Session,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving, the  annual  address  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  call  off  the  Supreme  Council  and  open  a  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  14  degrees,  and  admit  all  Grand,  Elect,  Perfect  and  Sublime 
Masons  in  good  standing  who  may  desire  to  be  present.  This  custom  has  been 
followed  on  this  occasion,  and  I  desire  on  behalf  of  the  Supreme  Council,  as  well 
as  for  myself,  to  extend  to  the  brethren  who  have  availed  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  thus  presented,  and  who  have  honored  us  with  their  presence,  a 
hearty  and  fraternal  welcome. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Commander  once  in  every  year  to  submit  an 
account  of  his  stewardship  and  advise  the  Supreme  Council  of  his  official  acts, 
and  to  communicate  such  information  as  he  may  possess  relating  to  the  condition 
of  the  Rite,  and  the  relations  existing  between  this  and  other  Supreme  Councils 
with  whom  we  are  in  fellowship. 

On  this  occasion  the  duty  is  not  a  very  onerous  one,  and  I  need  not  trespass 
on  your  time  and  patience  to  any  very  great  extent  in  making  such  report. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  little  requirement  for  the  exercise  of 
official  authority  ;  this,  however,  does  not  by  any  means  indicate  that  the  Rite 
has  been  dormant  or  the  brethren  indolent,  but  rather  that  it  is  now  so  well 
organized,  and  those  charged  with  its  administration  are  so  thoroughly  con¬ 
versant  with  their  duties,  that  the  subordinate  Bodies  throughout  this  jurisdiction 
are  quietly  and  energetically  performing  their  allotted  mission. 
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It  is  my  sorrowful  duty  to  advise  you  of  the  death  of  Ill.’.  Bro.’.  Clarence 
Ronald  Church,  33  °,  honorary  member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  who  died  at 
his  residence  in  Ottawa  on  the  twentieth  of  April,  1900.  Our  deceased  brother 
was  for  many  years  an  active  and  zealous  Freemason,  and  was  created  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General,  330,  in  1893.  His  social  qualities  and  genial 
manner  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Our  beloved 
brother  has  finished  his  earthly  pilgrimage — passed  over  the  dark  river  and 
entered  into  the  enjoyment  of  his  reward  for  duties  faithfully  performed  here. 
Our  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  bereaved  family,  yet  our  words  cannot  heal  the 
sorrow  that  death  has  caused.  A  copy  of  the  memorial  notice  announcing  his 
death  is  herewith  submitted,  and  will  be  inserted  in  the  appendix  of  these 
proceedings. 

I  have  also  to  report  the  death  of  Ill.’.  Bro.’.  Robert  Hall,  which  occurred 
very  suddenly  on  the  tenth  of  July  last.  Bro.’.  Hall  had  for  many  years  acted 
as  Seneschal  for  this  Supreme  Council,  and  by  his  faithful  attendance  had  con¬ 
tributed  materially  to  our  personal  comforts,  and  his  familiar  face  will  be  much 
missed  at  our  Grand  East  by  members  of  this  Council. 

We  have  been  notified  by  several  of  the  Supreme  Councils  with  whom  we 
are  in  correspondence  that  they  have  been  called  upon  to  part  with  honored  and 
distinguished  members.  Our  nearest  neighbors,  the  Supreme  Council  for  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America,  have  lost  a 
number  of  faithful  and  zealous  brethren. 

Ill.’.  Bro.’.  Charles  Elliott  Ide,  330,  active  member  and  Deputy  for  the 
State  of  New  York,  departed  this  life  at  Jacksonville,  Florida,  on  the  ninth  day 
of  December,  1899.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  bar,  and  a  leading  and 
honored  citizen,  a  zealous,  able  and  devoted  Mason. 

Ill.*.  Bro.’.  Nicholas  R.  Ruckle,  330,  active  member  and  Grand  Minister 
of  State  and  Deputy  for  the  State  of  Indiana,  died  on  the  fourth  day  of  May? 
1900.  In  announcing  his  death,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Palmer  says  : 
“  The  record  made  by  our  beloved  brother  as  a  citizen,  a  soldier  and  a  Freemason 
“will  bear  the  most  rigid  scrutiny  and  exhibit  no  flaw  ;  it  is  a  record  of  every  duty 
“  faithfully  performed.” 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  personally  acquainted  with  Ill.’.  Bro.’.  Ruckle, 
and  I  desire  to  assure  the  brethren  of  our  Sister  Council  of  my  heartfelt  sympathy 
for  the  great  loss  they  have  sustained. 

This  Supreme  Council  has  also  lost  nineteen  (19)  honorary  members  during 
the  past  year,  many  of  whom  were  distinguished  workers  in  the  Rite,  and  eminent 
in  all  the  other  branches  of  Masonry.

FOREIGN  MATTERS. 

Nothing  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  to  disturb  the  friendly  relations 
which  have  heretofore  existed  between  this  Supreme  Council  and  our  Sister 
Supreme  Councils  with  whom  we  are  in  fraternal  correspondence. 

SUPREME  COUNCIL  OF  ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

In  August  last  I  received  a  communication  from  this  Supreme  Council,  con¬ 
veying  the  information  that  a  spurious  Body  claiming  to  be  a  Supreme  Council, 
330,  was  issuing  certificates  for  a  small  fee,  purporting  to  be  of  the  30°,  to  members 
of  Craft  Lodges  at  Lagos,  Trinidad,  British  Guiana  and  elsewhere,  under  the 
name  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Scotland,  a  Body  not  recognized 
by  any  legally  constituted  Supreme  Council,  the  recipients  being  told  that  a 
Mason,  by  name  Yarker,  had  given  authority  to  confer  these  irregular  degrees  on 
any  brother  paying  the  fees  asked.  In  view  of  our  intimate  relations  with  the 
Supreme  Councils  of  the  motherland,  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  England  having 
specially  addressed  us  on  this  subject,  I  issued  a  circular  (see  Appendix  B)  to  the 
brethren  of  our  obedience,  warning  them  against  this  spurious  Body. 
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SUPREME  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  NORTHERN  MASONIC  JURISDICTION 
OF  THE  UNITED  SPATES  OF  AMERICA. 

In  response  to  the  usual  invitation  I  visited  this  Supreme  Council,  which 
held  its  Annual  Session  in  Boston  in  September  last.  I  was  accompanied  by 
Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ellis,  and  the  warmth  of  our  reception  can 
hardly  be  described.  The  cordial  greeting  and  hearty  welcome  from  all  could 
not  have  been  exceeded  had  we  been  in  the  bosom  of  our  own  Council  and  sur¬ 
rounded  by  brethren  of  our  own  obedience. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  most  courteous,  and  paid  your 
representatives  the  most  marked  attention,  and  the  other  officials  and  members 
did  all  in  their  power  to  render  our  visit  pleasant  and  agreeable.  This  was  their 
Triennial  Session,  which  in  accordance  with  its  constitution  and  regulations  must 
be  held  at  its  Grand  East  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Hon.  Henry  L.  Palmer,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  presided, 
and  every  officer  of  the  Supreme  Council  was  in  his  place  and  responded  to  the 
roll-call.  All  the  active  members  with  two  exceptions  were  present,  and  the 
attendance  of  the  honorary  members  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  this  Council. 

Two  honorary  members  were  elected  and  crowned  active  members,  ad  vitam , 
to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  death  during  the  past  year,  and  at  the  evening 
session  forty-eight  (48)  Ill.-.  Princes  of  the  Royal  Secret  were  introduced,  and  the 
thirty-third  and  last  degree  was  conferred  upon  them  in  full  ceremonial  form. 
The  ceremonies  on  this  occasion  were  as  usual  very  impressive,  and  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Palmer  excelled  himself  in  the  faultless  way  in  which  he 
conferred  the  degree. 

One  of  the  features  of  this  meeting  w-as  the  roll-call  of  active  members  who 
participated  in  the  celebrated  union  of  Councils  in  1867.  Out  of  the  fifty-seven 
who  assisted  on  that  memorable  occasion  only  thirteen  remain,  twelve  of  whom 
were  present  and  answered  to  their  names. 

This  ceremony  was  very  interesting,  and  in  some  ways  pathetic.  Many  of 
the  members  responded  with  broken  voices,  and  were  evidently  much  affected. 
Their  oldest  member,  Ill.-.  Bro.-.  Daniel  Sickels,  330,  the  Venerable  Dean  of 
the  Council,  and  who  has  been  for  over  fifty-one  years  an  active  member,  was 
present,  and  was  received  with  great  enthusiasm. 

The  loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  active  members  of  this  Supreme  Council  to 
the  governing  Body  is  most  marked,  and  is  in  every  way  worthy  of  emulation, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  its  very  great  prosperity  and  success  is  due  to  this  fact. 
This  Grand  Body,  the  largest  and  most  powerful  Council  in  the  world,  as  well  as 
the  most  wealthy  (having  vested  funds  of  nearly  one  quarter  of  a  million  dollars), 
is  in  many  respects  one  of  the  most  conservative,  especially  in  their  selection  of 
officers.  This  being  their  election  year,  the  ballot  resulted  in  an  almost 
unanimous  re-election  ;  many  of  whom,  including  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  had  held  their  respective  offices  for  the  past  twenty-one  years. 
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The  members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  Boston  enter¬ 
tained  the  Supreme  Council  and  its  visitors  in  a  most  hospitable  manner,  sparing 
nothing  which  could  contribute  to  their  pleasure  and  comfort.  I  regret  exceed¬ 
ingly  that  illness  prevented  my  being  present  during  the  last  two  days  of  the 

session. 


SUPREME  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  SOUTHERN  JURISDICTION  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

From  this  old  Council  we  have  received  the  transactions  of  its  last  Biennial 
Session,  held  in  October,  1899.  This  is  a  splendid  volume,  and  replete  with 
valuable  information.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  in  his  interesting 
allocution  delivered  at  this  session,  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  May,  1901,  will  occur  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  their  Supreme  Council — Mother  Council  of  the  world, — and  recommends 
that  active  measures  be  taken  for  the  proper  observance  of  this  important  event. 

The  session  of  1899  was  a  very  lengthy  one,  occupying  a  full  week,  and  a 
large  amount  of  business  was  transacted.  Among  other  things,  a  number  of 
important  amendments  were  made  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  The  affairs 
of  this  Body,  as  shown  by  the  several  reports,  are  in  a  most  prosperous  and 
satisfactory  condition. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Brazil  having  informed  us  of  the  death  of  Ill.'.  Bro.-. 
Dr.  Louis  Alvarez  de  Azevdo  Macedo,  330,  our  representative  near  that 
Body,  at  their  request  I  have  commissioned  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Dr.  Raymando 
Floresta  de  Miranda,  330,  to  replace  the  deceased  Illustrious  Brother. 

A  circular  letter  has  been  received  from  a  Body  purporting  to  be  the  Supreme 
Council,  330,  At.  &  At.  Scottish  Rite  for  Egypt  and  its  dependencies,  having  its 
Grand  East  at  Alexandria,  forwarding  us  a  list  of  its  officers  and  asking  for  an 
exchange  of  representatives.  Evidently  this  Body  is  not  the  one  with  whom  we 
are  in  fraternal  correspondence,  we  having  in  1892  recognized  the  Supreme 
Council  of  which  Ill.*.  Bro.\  Tito  Figari  is  Grand  Commander,  and  whose 
Grand  East  is  at  Cairo,  as  the  legitimate  head  of  the  Rite  in  Egypt.  A  strong 
reason  for  this  course  was  the  fact  that  the  Body  at  Alexandria  had  practically 
become  a  Body  of  what  is  known  as  the  “  Rite  of  Memphis.” 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  France, 
expressing  their  desire  to  maintain  the  cordial  relations  which  now  exist  with  us, 
and  to  that  end  requesting  our  Supreme  Council  to  appoint  a  representative  near 
their  Supreme  Body.  I  have  accordingly  named  and  commissioned  their 
Secretary-General,  Ill.*.  Bro.  .  Albert  Coutand,  330,  as  our  representative  and 
guarantor  of  amity.  They  also  send  us  their  Compte  Rendue  for  1900,  which 
contains  much  interesting  matter. 

From  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico  we  have  received 
a  number  of  documents  and  circular  letters,  as  well  as  their  Annual  Bulletin  from 

April,  1899,  to  April,  1900. 
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A  number  of  these  documents  refer  to  treaties  and  agreements  made  between 
the  Supreme  Council  and  the  Grand  Lodges  having  jurisdiction  over  symbolic 
degrees  in  that  territory.  These  have  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

The  Supreme  Council  for  the  Republic  of  Argentine  sends  us  a  most  kind 
and  fraternal  letter,  expressing  their  deep  sorrow  and  fraternal  sympathy  for  the 
loss  we  have  sustained  by  the  death  of  Ill.-.  Bro.'.  William  Waddington, 
Jr-,  33°. 

We  have  also  received  a  communication  from  this  Supreme  Council  notifying 
us  that  Ill.*.  Bro. '.  William  C.  Hitching,  330,  has  nev,er  received  his  creden¬ 
tials  appointing  him  as  our  representative  near  their  Supreme  Council.  Acting 
cn  this  information  a  commission  has  been  issued  to  that  Illustrious  Brother. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America  has  sent  us  a  circular  giving  the 
information  that  their  Council  has  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  Supreme 
Council  of  France,  and  has  appointed  representatives  to  attend  a  Congress  of 
Supreme  Councils  to  be  held  in  Paris  during  the  Exposition,  and  giving  a 
memorandum  of  the  instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  asking,  if  we  find 
these  instructions  acceptable,  to  give  similar  ones  to  our  delegates.  Even  had  we 
received  an  invitation,  and  had  it  been  practicable  for  us  to  have  sent  representa¬ 
tives  to  this  Congress,  we  could  not  have  complied  with  their  request,  as  many  of 
the  ideas  suggested  would  not  have  been  acceptable  to  this  Council.  Are  we  in 
fraternal  communication  with  this  Supreme  Council  ?  I  do  not  find  the  name  of 
Central  America  on  the  list  of  Supreme  Councils  with  whom  we  are  in  correspond¬ 
ence.  (Possibly  our  able  Chairman  of  Foreign  Relations  can  give  the  required 
information). 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

Since  our  last  session  we  have  sent  credentials  to  brethren  in  foreign  jurisdic¬ 
tions  to  act  for  us  near  their  Supreme  Councils,  as  follows  : 

Ill.*.  Bro.'.  Albert  Coutand,  33°,  near  the  Supreme  Council  of  France. 

“  “  Dr.  Raymando  Floresta  de  Miranda,  33°,  near  the  Supreme 

Council  of  Brazil. 

We  have  no  exchange  of  representatives  with  the  following  Supreme  Councils  : 

Central  America. 

Egypt. 

New  Grenada  (United  States  of  Columbia). 

Portugal. 

Uruguay. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  Supreme  Councils  have  no  representa¬ 
tives  near  us,  viz.  : 

Argentine  Republic. 

St.  Domingo. 

Switzerland. 

Greece. 
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It  appears  to  me  that  action  should  be  taken  in  this  matter,  and  if  the  office 
of  Grand  Representative  is  of  any  real  value  these  vacancies  should  be  filled  as 
soon  as  possible. 

There  may  be  a  question  as  to  the  proper  officer  to  whom  this  important 
matter  should  be  delegated,  and  notwithstanding  what  is  laid  down  in  our  Statutes 
relative  to  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Chancellor,  and  although  in  past  years  this 
officer  has  in  part  attended  to  the  correspondence  with  other  Supreme  Councils, 
it  seems  to  me  that  this  duty  should  devolve  upon  the  Secretary-General,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

The  Secretary-General  is  the  custodian  of  all  letters,  books,  correspondence 
and  other  documents  belonging  to  the  Supreme  Council,  and  consequently  must 
be  in  a  better  position  to  intelligently  and  promptly  perform  these  duties  than 
any  other  officer  of  the  Council.  I  notice  the  Supreme  Council  of  France  com¬ 
bines  the  two  offices,  under  the  title  of  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Secretary- 
General. 

I  lay  this  matter  before  you  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  your  advice  on  the 
subject.  In  this  connection  would  it  not  effect  a  good  purpose  and  be  the  medium 
of  much  information  if  the  brethren  who  are  representatives  would  open  and  keep 
up  correspondence  with  the  Supreme  Council  they  represent,  in  order  that  we 
may  be  better  informed  as  to  what  is  going  on  in  every  part  of  the  world. 

In  1893  my  predecessor,  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Murton,  recommended  this  course, 
and  I  beg  to  quote  the  following  from  his  address  : 

“  Some  years  since  one  or  more  of  the  representatives  near  this  Council  did 
“  this,  and  much  interesting  information  was  obtained  of  Masonic  doings  and 
“  happenings  in  other  countries  which  would  not  otherwise  have  come  to  our 
“  knowledge. 

“  I  therefore  suggest  to  and  request  the  representatives  of  Sovereign  Supreme 
“  Councils  near  us  to  open  up  a  correspondence  with  our  representatives  near 
“these  Supreme  Councils,  and  impart  the  information  they  obtain  from  time  to 
“  time  to  this  Council.” 

WAR  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Immediately  previous  to  our  last  session  the  people  of  this  Dominion  were 
horrified  by  the  announcement  that  war  against  Great  Britain  had  been  declared 
in  South  Africa. 

The  belief  that  the  war  had  been  unrighteously  forced  upon  the  Mother 
Country  aroused  in  the  breasts  of  her  sons  in  every  land  feelings  of  the  most 
profound  loyalty  ;  while  the  fear  that  even  her  almost  unlimited  resources  would 
be  overtaxed  in  supplying  the  immense  number  of  men  and  munitions  necessary 
for  the  successful  carrying  on  a  war  in  so  distant  a  land  awakened  their  dormant 
patriotism. 
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The  young  men  of  this  Dominion — the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  land — their 
country’s  pride— anxious  to  do  that  which  they  considered  to  be  their  duty,  and 
desirous  that  the  war  should  be  brought  to  a  speedy  and  successful  end,  eagerly 
offered  themselves  as  volunteers  to  fight  their  country’s  battles. 

The  question  never  was  whether  a  sufficient  number  would  volunteer,  but 
how  many  of  those  anxious  and  willing  to  go  would  be  accepted. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  entire  population  was  aroused — fathers,  mothers, 
brothers  and  sisters  vieing  with  each  other  in  encouraging  the  brave  volunteers 
who  were  ready  to  shed  their  blood  in  their  country’s  cause. 

A  year  ago  to-day,  in  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  during  the  session  of  the 
Supreme  Council  there,  a  wonderful  exhibition  of  loyalty  and  patriotism  was 
given,  when  the  citizens,  en  masse ,  and  thousands  from  the  surrounding  country 
assembled  to  say  good-bye,  and  to  wish  a  hearty  God  speed  to  the  volunteers 
from  that  Province  who  were  leaving  for  the  distant  field  of  action,  and  on  the 
same  and  subsequent  days,  in  every  centre  of  population  in  the  other  Provinces, 
similar  scenes  were  enacted. 

Among  the  citizens  loyally  answering  to  the  call  there  were  many  members 
of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  some  of  whom  have  yielded  up  their  lives  on  the  battle 
field  ;  others  have  died  in  the  hospital  from  diseases  contracted  on  the  march,  or 
from  wounds  received  in  action. 

The  war  being  nearly  over,  and  their  services  being  no  longer  urgently 
needed,  those  who  have  survived  are  returning  to  their  homes  and  loved  ones 
crowned  with  honor. 

The  services  rendered  to  their  country  have  been  cheerfully  acknowledged  by 
the  Generals  under  whom  they  served,  and*  they  have  been  specially  commended 
for  work  in  the  camp,  endurance  on  the  march  and  heroic  bravery  in  action. 

As  a  governing  Masonic  Body  the  Supreme  Council  can  have  nothing  to  do 
with  war.  The  spirit  of  Freemasonry  is  for  peace  ;  yet  we  must  remember  that 
every  citizen  should  be  a  patriot,  and  that  patriotism  is  a  knightly  virtue,  which 
should  animate  every  Mason  to  perform  whatever  duty  his  country  requires 
of  him. 

I  have  placed  upon  record  the  war,  its  results,  the  action  taken  by  the  sons 
of  the  Dominion,  the  glorious  record  won  by  them  ;  but  there  is  another  side, 
viz.,  the  desolate  hearths — mothers  mourning  for  the  sons  who  will  never  return, 
wives  weeping  for  the  loss  of  their  husbands,  many  of  whom  have  laid  down  their 
lives  ;  but  their  deeds,  have  shed  undying  glory  upon  themselves  and  their 
common  country.  This  war,  now  happily  drawing  to  a  close,  has  strikingly 
demonstrated,  not  only  to  Great  Britain*  but  to  the  whole  civilized  world,  the 
devotion  and  loyalty  of  the  people  of  this  Dominion  towards  the  Mother  Land,  as 
also  the  great  sacrifices  they  were  prepared  to  make  to  preserve  the  unity  of  the 
Empire. 
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HOME  MATTERS. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  a  very  eventful  one  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  the 
affairs  of  the  Rite  do  not  call  for  any  extended  remarks. 

The  number  o'  Bodies  of  our  obedience  being  comparatively  small,  naturally 
there  will  not  arise  many  questions  of  Masonic  law  demanding  a  ruling,  and  I 
have  therefore  nothing  of  this  nature  to  report. 

The  reports  of  the  Provincial  Deputies  and  of  the  Illustrious  Secretary- 
General  and  Treasurer-General  will  show  what  has  actually  been  done,  and 
without  antic’pating  them  I  may  say  that  in  many  instances  a  large  increase  in 
membership  is  reported,  especially  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Peace  and 
harmony,  however,  prevail  throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction. 

Many  of  the  brethren  who  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  burden  of  con¬ 
ferring  the  degrees  have  attained  greater  proficiency  in  propogating  the  truths 
taught  by  our  rituals. 

The  Bodies  in  London  met  with  a  very  serious  loss  by  fire,  which  occurred 
on  the  twenty- third  of  February  last,  and  was  also  very  disastrous  to  the  other 
Masonic  Bodies  in  that  city. 

The  Rose  Croix  Chapter  and  Lodge  of  Perfection  were  unable  to  save  any¬ 
thing,  even  their  warrants  being  destroyed.  Their  re-union  had  been  fixed  for 
the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  of  April,  yet  notwithstanding  the  great  loss  and 
inconvenience  resulting  from  this  disaster  temporary  quarters  were  secured,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  brethren  from  the  Bodies  in  Hamilton,  who  furnished 
the  necessary  paraphernalia,  they  were  enabled  to  hold  a  most  successful  re-union 
on  the  two  days  before  mentioned.  The  brethren  of  this  Body  certainly  are 
deserving  of  great  praise  for  their  energy  and  perseverance  in  bringing  this  meeting 
to  a  successful  issue  under  such  discouraging  circumstances. 

In  consideration  of  the  losses  suffered  by  these  Bodies,  I  beg  to  recommend 
that  duplicate  warrants  be  issued  to  London  Chapter  Rose  Croix  and  London 
Lodge  of  Perfection  without  any  charge  therefor. 

The  Bodies  in  Hamilton  are  rapidly  increasing  in  membership  and  useful¬ 
ness.  Important  and  extensive  improvements  have  recently  been  made  to  their 
apartments,  involving  a  large  expenditure,  which  will  materially  facilitate  the 
work  and  give  all  the  accommodation  required  for  conferring  the  degrees  4  to  32. 

A  most  successful  re-union  of  the  members  of  the  Rite  was  held  in  January 
last,  and  was  attended  by  quite  a  delegation  from  Montreal,  who  on  their  return 
gave  a  most  glowing  account  of  the  admirable  way  in  which  the  several  degrees 
were  exemplified  and  the  hospitable  and  fraternal  manner  in  which  they  were 
received.  Unfortunately  I  was  unable  to  be  present. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  of  March  last  I  visited  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
and  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  tenth  annual  re-union  of  the  Bodies  of  the 
Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa.  The  degrees  were  conferred  in  a  very  impressive 
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manner  and  with  great  precision,  and  the  meeting  proved  satisfactory  in  every 
respect. 

COMMITTEE  ON  RITUAL. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Ritual  held  a  meeting  in  Montreal  on  the  twenty - 
eighth  of  April,  1900.  A  number  of  changes  were  made,  which  will  be  reported 
upon  at  this  session  by  the  Chairman,  Past  Sovereign  Commander  Eli.is. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  perform  any  official  acts,  other  than  those 
already  mentioned,  excepting  the  confirmation  of  the  By-laws  of  the  following 
Bodies  : 

Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Vancouver. 

Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Quebec. 

Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Toronto. 

I  have  thus  presented  to  you  a  brief  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Rite  in 
this  jurisdiction. 

It  is  a  subject  for  congratulation  that  the  affairs  of  the  Order  in  the  several 
Provinces  are  so  ably  managed  by  the  Deputies,  and  so  well  conducted  by  the 
officers  of  the  subordinate  Bodies,  as  to  give  but  little  occasion  for  the  exercise  of 
official  authority  by  the  governing  body,  and  that  little  legislation  seems  to  be 
required  at  our  hands  at  this  time. 

Peers  and  Brethren,  let  us  now  proceed  with  our  labors,  and  may  our 
Heavenly  Father  give  us  wisdom  and  strength  to  perform  the  duties  for  which  we 
have  been  assembled,  to  maintain  the  best  interests  of  the  Rite  and  secure  the 
advancement  of  the  great  principles  of  the  Order.

the  Supreme  Council  for  the  great  honor  conferred  upon  him, 
by  electing  him  to  receive  the  degree  of  Hon.-.  Ins/.-General, 
33 ",  and  explaining  his  reason  for  not  presenting  himself  at 
this  session  to  receive  it. 


On  motion  of  the  Lt.\  Gr.\  Commander,  the  reason  being 
satisfactory,  the  brother  was  excused. 


The  following  reports  of  Provincial  and  Special  Deputies 

were  then  read  : 


ONTARIO. 


To  the  Supreme  Council  A.'.  Sf  A.'.  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren  : 

I  regret  that  owing  chiefly  to  illness  I  have  been  unable  to  give  much  personal 
supervision  to  the  work  of  the  Rite  in  this  Province  during  the  past  year.  I  am 
glad  to  know,  however,  both  from  correspondence  and  otherwise,  that,  on  the 
whole,  substantial  progress  has  been  made,  and  that  harmony  prevails  throughout 

the  jurisdiction. 

The  changes  in  the  apartments  of  the  Hamilton  brethren,  referred  to  in  my 
report  of  last  year,  have  been  completed  at  an  expenditure  of  about  $6,000.00, 
being  about  double  the  original  estimate,  but  the  increased  facilities  and  enlarged 
floor  space  have  been  of  substantial  aid  in  the  proper  exemplification  of  the  work 

in  the  various  degrees. 

The  20th  Annual  Re-union  at  Hamilton  was  held  on  the  31st  of  January  and 
the  1st  and  2nd  of  February,  1900,  when  fifteen  candidates  received  the  degrees 
of  Perfection,  and  three  those  of  the  Rose  Croix,  whilst  eighteen  candidates 
attained  the  30th  degree,  twenty  the  31st,  and  eighteen  the  32nd,  the  presiding 
officers  of  the  several  Bodies — Ill.*.  Bros.*.  T.  F.  Dick,  320,  J.  D.  McKay,  320, 
and  W.  H.  Ballard,  330— -being  very  efficiently  assisted  by  the  other  officers 
and  past  officers. 

The  Bodies  in  London  held  their  6th  Annual  Re-union  on  the  17th  and  iSth 
of  April,  1900,  and  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  under  which  they  labored,  in 
consequence  of  the  complete  destruction  of  their  rooms,  paraphernalia  and  equip¬ 
ment  by  fire,  it  passed  off  very  successfully,  brethren  from  Hamilton  and  Toronto 
rendering  valuable  assistance.  The  membership  there  has  materially  increased. 
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They  have  made  arrangements  to  secure  proper  rooms  for  the  Rite  in  the  Temple 
building  when  reconstructed,  and  hope  to  have  everything  in  readiness  for  their 
next  Annual  Re-union. 

The  Bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa  held  their  10th  Annual  Reunion  on  the 
28th  and  29th  of  March,  1900,  when  the  4th,  5th,  6th,  9th,  13th,  14th,  15th, 
1 6th,  17th  and  1 8th  degrees  were  conferred  exceedingly  well  upon  a  fairly  good 
sized  class  of  in  every  way  eligible  candidates.  The  Re-union,  I  am  informed, 
was  as  successful  as  any  of  those  that  have  preceded  it.  Amongst  those  who  had 
the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  work  were  the  Sov.\  Gr.\  Commander,  Ill.*.  Bro.'. 
I.  H.  Stearns,  330,  and  Ill.-.  Bros.-.  C.  N.  Bell,  330,  J.  V.  Ellis,  330,  B. 
Allen,  330,  E.  B.  Butterworth,  330,  W.  B.  McArthur,  330,  and  Wm. 
Gibson,  33*,  the  usual  generous  hospitality  of  the  Ottawa  brethren  being  extended 
to  them. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  unveiling  of  a  photograph  of 
our  late  beloved  brother  John  W.  Murton,  330,  who  was  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Very  keen  interest  is  taken  by  the  brethren  of  the  Rite  in  the  work,  as 
evidenced  by  the  large  attendance  at  the  regular  meetings,  and  also  from  the 
numerous  inquiries  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  has  received 
from  brethren  intimating  their  desire  to  become  members  of  the  Rite.  The  out¬ 
look,  therefore,  for  the  winter’s  work  is  most  encouraging. 

Comparatively  little  work  has  been  done  by  the  Bodies  at  Barrie,  though  they 
are  both  in  excellent  financial  condition,  and  I  am  assured  that  no  uneasiness 
need  be  felt  as  to  their  future  prosperity.  Naturally  the  Rite  in  this  Valley  has 
sustained  a  serious  loss  in  the  removal — or,  I  should  say,  the  promotion — of  Ill.-. 
Bro.'.  D.  F.  Macwatt,  330,  who  has  from  the  very  commencement  taken  a  very 
prominent  and  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Rite  there. 

The  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
have  both  been  kept  very  busy  during  the  year,  and,  like  their  brethren  in  Hamil¬ 
ton,  they  have  been  enabled  through  the  re-organization  of  their  quarters,  not 
only  to  render  the  different  parts  of  the  work  with  the  same  skill  as  heretofore, 
but  with  greater  facilities  as  to  details. 

The  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Guelph,  has  done  a  fairly  good  year’s 
work,  is  prospering,  is  united,  and  confident  of  continued  success. 

Not  much  progress,  I  regret  to  say,  has  been  made  by  the  Bodies  at  Kingston. 
They  are  badly  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  about  one  half  of  the  members  have 
removed  from  the  city,  and  they  have  made  it  a  rule — and  it  is  a  good  one — only 
to  accept  petitions  from  those  who  it  is  believed  will  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
Rite.  Their  returns  and  dues  are  made  regularly,  however,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  time  they  will  be  able  to  report  good  results. 

In  June  last  I  was  asked  by  the  brethren  of  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection 
to  decide  the  following  questions,  viz.  :

1.  Is  a  brother  of  the  14th  degree  eligible  for  election  to  the  position  of 
T.\  IV.  G.\  M.\  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  ? 

2.  If  he  is  not  can  he  be  legally  installed  as  such  according  to  the  Constitution 
governing  the  A.-.  &  A.*.  Scottish  Rite  ? 

3.  Is  it  not  absolutely  necessary,  where  a  number  of  the  brethren  are  young 
14th  degree  Masons,  for  the  T.\  P.\  G.'.  M.\  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection,  previous 
to  an  election  for  such  office,  to  announce  to  all  the  brethren  present  the  names  of 
those  who  are  eligible  for  election  to  the  office  of  T.\  F.\  G.\  M.\  ? 

4.  Would  an  affirmative  open  vote  of  the  brethren,  subsequent  to  the  election 
of  a  14th  degree  Mason  to  the  office  of  T.\  P.\  G.‘.  M.\,  as  a  ratification  of  the 
election,  legalize  such  a  breach  of  the  Constitution  ? 

5.  Did  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Rite  in  Canada  ever  change  the  old  Con¬ 
stitution  governing  the  election  of  a  T.\  P.\  G.\  M.\,  wherein  it  states  that  the 
presiding  officer  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  must  be  a  Prince  of  Jerusalem  ? 

I  gave  the  matter  careful  consideration  and  decided  as  follows  : 

1  and  2.  That  a  brother  of  the  14th  degree  is  eligible  for  election  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  T.-.  P.\  G.*.  M.\  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

3.  That  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that  the  names  of  all  the  brethren 
present,  who  are  eligible  for  election  to  the  office  of  T.\  P.\  G.\  M.\,  shall  be 
previously  announced  by  the  presiding  officer. 

4.  That  an  affirmative  open  vote  of  the  brethren,  subsequent  to  the  election 
of  a  14th  degree  Mason  to  the  office  of  T.\  P.\  G.u  M.\,  would  have  no  bearing 
upon  the  legality  or  illegality  of  the  election. 

5.  The  Supreme  Council  did  make  a  change  in  the  Constitution  governing 
the  election  of  a  T.\  P.\  G.‘.  M.\,  by  eliminating  the  clause  requiring  such  an 
officer  to  be  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Princes  of  Jerusalem. 

I  may  add  that  the  old  regulations  prefixed  to  the  present  Constitution  have 
not  been  altered,  and,  in  consequence,  there  is  an  apparent  conflict  between  them 
and  the  ruling  now  given. 

I  granted  dispensations  to  Murray  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Ottawa, 
authorizing  two  candidates  to  be  advanced  to  the  degree  of  Rose  Croix  within  the 
prescribed  time. 

I  also  granted  three  dispensations  to  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection,  author¬ 
izing  the  degrees  of  Perfection  to  be  conferred  upon  three  candidates,  one  to  the 
London  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  permitting  the  conferring  of  the  Rose  Croix 
Degree  upon  one  candidate,  within  the  prescribed  time,  and  one  to  the  Toronto 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  authorizing  the  election  of  officers  to  take  place  at  a  time 
other  than  that  fixed  by  their  By-laws. 
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To  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  I  granted  dispensations  to  con¬ 
fer  the  31st  degree  upon  eleven  candidates,  and  the  32nd  upon  the  same  number, 
within  the  prescribed  time. 

It  is  possible  I  may  have  used  the  dispensing  power  too  freely,  but  in  view  of 
the  discussion  that  took  place  at  the  last  Annual  Session,  I  deemed  it  inadvisable 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  too  rigidly,  and  I  think  that  fairly 
good  reasons  were  advanced  in  every  instance. 

Amongst  those  who  during  the  past  year  were  summoned  to  their  eternal 
rest,  confident  in  their  belief  in  the  glorious  immortality  of  the  faithful  beyond 
the  confines  of  the  grave,  two  names  awake  more  than  a  passing  interest — Ill.'. 
Bro.*.  Richard  Brierley,  320,  and  Ill.*.  Bro.-.  the  Rev.  Alex.  Burns, 
D.  D.,  320,  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  representing  as  they  did,  respectively, 
the  past  and  present  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  this  Province. 

Late  in  the  sixties  and  early  in  the  seventies,  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Brierley  was  an 
active  worker  in  the  Rite,  and  at  that  time  obtained  the  title  “  Tarshatha,”  by 
which  title  he  was  lovingly  and  familiarly  known  by  his  brethren  up  to  the  time 
of  his  death.  A  man  of  sterling  integrity  and  uprightness,  he  was  esteemed  and 
beloved  by  all  who  knew  him  and  had  dealings  with  him.  In  the  early  struggles 
of  the  Rite  in  Hamilton  for  its  existence,  he  took  a  prominent  and  active  part 
and  filled  many  of  the  chairs  in  lodge  and  council  and  chapter.  Though  in  later 
years,  owing  to  failing  health,  he  was  only  able  to  take  a  silent  part  in  the  work, 
his  presence  amongst  his  brethren  was  always  most  welcome,  until  death  happily 
released  him  from  his  afflictions. 

Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Burns  was  an  active  and  zealous  worker  in  the  Rite  as  it  exists 
to-day.  A  scholarly  gentleman,  and  an  eloquent  and  liberal-minded  pastor,  he 
took  a  great  interest  in  the  work,  its  history  and  its  ceremonies,  and  many  a  time 
interpreted  and  explained  its  symbols  and  mysteries  in  language  that  not  only 
delighted  but  also  instructed  his  brethren.  To  human  foresight,  he  seemed 
destined  to  many  years  of  usefulness,  but  it  pleased  the  G.  A.  O.  T.  U.,  in  His 
inscrutable  wisdom,  to  remove  him  from  our  midst,  leaving  us  to  mourn  his 
departure,  yet  in  the  hope  that  we  may  again  meet  him  and  many  another  friend 
and  brother,  in  God’s  good  time,  in  His  Kingdom  where  “  there  shall  be  no  more 
death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying;  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain."

QUEBEC. 

To  the  Supreme  Council  A.',  dr*  A.\  Scottish  Kite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada . 
Illustrious  Brethren  : 

I  regret  to  say  that  my  report  will,  of  necessity,  be  unusually  short  at  this 
meeting  of  Supreme  Council. 
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My  business  engagements  during  the  past  year  have  been  of  such  a  nature  as 
to  prevent  my  talcing  that  active  interest  in  this  branch  of  Masonry  we  all  so 
thoroughly  enjoy. 

From  information  freely  extended  by  heads  of  different  bodies  I  can  report 
the  usual  satisfactory  progress. 

Quebec  is  unique  in  its  position,  owing  to  the  very  conservative  policy  at  all 
times  pursued.  Increase  of  numbers  must  not  be  looked  for  ;  rather  let  us  be  in 
a  position  to  report  membership  about  the  same,  but  the  material  the  best  the 
Province  affords. 

Interest  in  the  different  bodies  has  not  been  allowed  to  diminish  in  the  least ; 
arrangements  for  the  coming  winter  season  are  now  made,  and  I  confidently 
anticipate  many  pleasant  and  profitable  meetings. 

Dispensations  have  been  applied  for  and  granted  where  it  was  considered 
wise  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Rite.

Illustrious  Brethren  : 

Your  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  address  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  have  great  pleasure  in  congratulating  him  upon  the  satisfactory 
record  he  has  been  enabled  to  present  to  this  Supreme  Council  for  the  past  year, 
and  also  upon  the  variety  of  subjects  dealt  with  in  the  address,  as  well  as  the 
instructive  and  interesting  manner  in  which  they  have  been  discussed. 

All  will  agree  that  the  right  note  is  struck  when  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  warns  us  that  numbers  do  not  constitute  the  test  of  the  true  prosperity  of 
our  Rite.  The  Committee  are  not  aware  that  there  has  been  any  want  of  discrim¬ 
ination  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  Subordinate  Bodies,  but,  whether  or  no,  the 
warning  is  timely  for  the  temptation  to  do  a  large  business  and  enjoy  financial 
prosperity  is  always  very  great  and  difficult  to  resist.  We  are  building  not  alone  for 
the  present,  but  the  future  also,  and  having  in  view  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander’s  reference  to  the  vast  extent  of  our  jurisdiction,  embracing  as  it  does  every 
Province  of  the  Dominion,  it  is  far  more  important  that  careful  regard  should  be 
had  to  the  quality  than  to  the  quantity  of  work  done.  Our  history  up  to  the  present 
time  is  that  of  but  one  generation,  and  during  that  brief  space  of  time  very  much 
important  work  has  been  done — and  well  done,  in  laying  the  foundations* and  the 
establishing  of  a  Masonic  system  which  must  in  the  future  exercise  an  important 
influence  in  this  country.  Our  aims  and  principles  are  unassailable,  and  if  our 
growth  and  progress  are  wisely  guided,  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  is  destined  to 
realize  results  far  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  original  founders 
in  this  Dominion. 

The  observations  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with  reference  to  the 
position  attained  by  the  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  Toronto  are  entirely  justified  by  the 
facts,  and  in  this  connection  the  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  hearty 
appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  Toronto  brethren  to  make  the  meeting  of  Supreme 
Council  on  this  occasion  pleasant  and  enjoyable.  It  need  scarcely  be  said  that 
these  efforts  have  been  most  successful,  and  that  we  have  all  been  gratified  beyond 
measure  by  the  spirited  and  enthusiastic  nature  of  our  reception. 

It  is  the  best  testimony  that  can  be  given  that  there  is  an  entire  absence  of 
discord  in  our  Bodies,  and  that  their  work  is  progressing  smoothly,  when  we  are 
told  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  there  has  been  little  requirement 
for  the  exercise  of  official  authority. 

The  sympathetic  references  to  the  death  of  III.*.  Bros.*.  Church  and  Robert 
Hall  have,  we  are  certain,  found  heartfelt  concurring  response  from  us  all.  As 
time  passes  on  we  must  expect  our  places  to  be  taken  by  others  following  on. 
May  the  record  in  our  time  be  all  that  those  of  the  future  who  look  back  upon  it 
would  have  it  to  be. 

The  somewhat  extended  paragraphs  of  the  address,  dealing  with  our  relations 
with  other  Supreme  Councils,  indicate  that  our  foreign  relations  are  entirely  satis- 
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factory.  The  Committee  feel  assured  that  Supreme  Council  heard  with  much 
interest  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  account  of  his  visit,  accompanied  by 
Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ellis,  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Jurisdiction,  in  recent  Annual  Session,  at  Boston.  It  is,  however,  the  same 
story  told  once  more  of  the  heartiness  and  cordiality  of  greeting  which  ever 
await  our  representatives  when  they  visit  the  brethren  on  the  other  side  of  the  line. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  so  far  as  the  address  relates  to  Foreign 
Councils  or  Bodies,  the  same  be  considered  as  referred  to  the  Committee  on  For¬ 
eign  Relations  for  whatever  report  or  special  action  may  be  deemed  necessary 
and  advisable. 

The  observations  and  suggestions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  re¬ 
specting  the  advantages  that  would  result  from  an  understanding  that  it  should  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary-General  to  conduct  the  correspondence  with  Foreign 
Supreme  Councils,  meet  with  the  approval  and  concurrence  of  your  Committee, 
The  Secretary-General’s  position  necessarily  leads  to  a  familiarity  with  affairs  of 
other  Supreme  Councils,  which  will  enable  him  to  conduct  the  foreign  correspon¬ 
dence  with  more  facility  and  better  results  than  can  be  expected  in  the  case  of  any 
other  officer. 

The  Committee  entirely  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com 
mander  with  reference  to  the  spurious  Body  claiming  or  purporting  to  exercise 
Masonic  jurisdiction  at  Lagos,  Trinidad,  British  Guiana  and  other  places. 

The  Committee  all  concur  in  die  observations  contained  in  the  address  as  to 
the  advantages  that  might  flow  from  a  general  effort  on  the  part  of  representatives 
here  of  Foreign  Councils  to  put  themselves  on  a  corresponding  basis  with  our 
representatives  near  these  Bodies.  Undoubtedly  much  good,  and  no  harm,  would 
result,  while  something  in  the  nature  of  a  co-operating  connection  with  all  these 
Supreme  Councils  would  in  this  way  become  an  established  system. 

While  sympathizing  with  our  London  brethren  in  the  disastrous  loss  by  fire 
which  they  have  suffered,  the  Committee  entirely  approve  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander’s  recommendation  that  duplicate  warrants  be  issued  to  the  Bodies 
there  without  any  charge. 

With  the  patriotic  reference  made  to  the  South  African  war,  all  will  loyally  and 
enthusiastically  concur.  There  never  has  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  this  country 
when  the  hearts  of  the  people  beat  more  closely  in  unison  with  the  Mother  Country 
than  when  it  appeared  that  a  crisis  in  the  Empire  was  possibly  impending — when 
not  merely  the  redressing  of  the  wrongs  suffered  by  British  subjects  in  the  Transvaal 
had  become  a  necessity  ;  when  not  alone  the  driving  back  from  British  territory 
of  the  misguided  invaders  had  become  an  absolute  necessity,  but  when  for  ought 
we  knew  general  international  relations  might  at  any  moment  take  on  the  most 
serious  complications.  Then  it  was  that  Canada  and  all  the  branches  of  the 
Empire  gave  the  world  a  demonstration  of  the  reality  of  their  connection  with  and 
loyalty  to  the  Mother  Country.  Our  pride  in  our  soldier  representatives  in  South 
Africa  has  been  justified  over  and  over  again  by  their  devotion  to  duty,  their 
ability  and  willingness  to  endure  hardships,  and,  above  all,  by  their  bravery  or 
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the  field  of  battle.  They  are  entitled  to  a  glorious  welcome  home  by  a  satisfied 
and  grateful  country,  and  to  generous  proofs  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  our 
people  generally. 

In  thus  hurriedly  referring  to  some  of  the  matters  forming  the  subject  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  address,  the  Committee  feel  conscious  of  having 
imperfectly  discharged  their  duty,  but  this  has  been  mainly  the  result  of  want  of 
time. 

The  Committee  join  with  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  in  congratu¬ 
lating  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  on  the  happy  relations  which  exist 
between  himself  personally  and  the  members  of  the  Rite.  His  kindly  disposition 
and  his  zealous  and  frank  nature  will  always  ensure  for  him  personally  the  loving 
attachment  of  the  brethren,  while  the  care  and  ability  he  has  displayed  in  his 
official  character  eminently  qualify  him  for  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties 
and  responsibilities  which  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  officer  who  presides  over  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  this  Dominion.

GREETING. 

Brethren  : 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  our  dear  brother  Clarence 
Ronald  Church,  who  died  at  his  residence,  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  on  the  20th 
day  of  April. 

Ill.*.  Bro.\  Church  was  born  at  Merrickville,  Ontario,  in  September,  1846, 
and  was  consequently  in  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  educated  at  Upper  Canada  College,  Toronto,  and  at  Victoria  Col¬ 
lege,  Cobourg.  In  1868  he  graduated  in  medicine  at  McGill  University, 
Montreal,  Que.,  and  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Ashton,  in  the 
County  of  Carleton,  Ont. 

In  1873  he  removed  to  Ottawa,  where  he  built  up  an  extensive  practice.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  and  was  a  life  governor  of  that 
institution. 

Dr.  Church  attained  a  high  degree  of  eminence  in  his  profession,  and  was 
one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  most  frequently  consulted  physicians  in  the 
Dominion.  He  was  of  a  genial  disposition,  and  a  man  of  great  generosity.  In 
religion  he  was  an  Anglican,  being  a  member  of  St.  George’s  Church,  Ottawa. 

Bro.*.  Church  was  initiated  into  Masonry  in  St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  63, 
Carleton  Place,  Ont.,  in  1872;  he  affiliated  with  Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  231, 
Ottawa,  in  1880;  was  Worshipful  Master  of  that  Lodge  for  twelve  years,  and 
was  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Ottawa  District  in  1885. 

He  received  the  degrees  of  the  Royal  Arch  in  Carleton  Chapter,  No.  16, 
Ottawa,  in  1887,  and  was  First  Principal  of  that  Chapter  in  1888  and  1S89.  Pie- 
received  the  Preceptory  degrees  in  Richard  Cour  de  Lion  Preceptory,  Montreal, 
in  1891.  He  entered  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  June,  1889, 
receiving  the  degrees  4  to  14  at  the  hands  of  the  Deputy  for  Ontario,  on  the 
establishment  of  the  Rite  in  that  city,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Ottawa 
.Lodge  of  Perfection. 
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In  1890  he  was  advanced  to  the  180  on  the  formation  of  Murray  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  Ottawa,  of  which  body  he  was  a  charter  member,  and  first  Most 
Wise  Sovereign,  and  retained  office  for  four  years.  In  1890  he  was  advanced  to 
the  320  in  Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  and  was  created  an  Plonorary  Inspector- 
General,  330,  at  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Council  held  in  the  City  of  Montreal 
in  1893. 


For  very  many  years  our  deceased  brother  was  a  most  zealous  and  indefatig¬ 
able  Mason,  and  gave  his  time  and  talents  without  stint  to  the  Order  he  loved  so 
well.  Of  late  years,  because  of  ill  health  and  a  very  large  practice,  he  had  not 
evinced  so  much  interest  as  formerly,  but  he  loved  Masonry  as  fondly,  and  was 
always  heartily  welcomed  when  he  could  be  present  at  the  various  assemblies. 


As  a  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory,  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  will  be 
worn  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  from  the  reading  of  these  letters. 

And  may  our  Father  who  is  in  Pleaven  ever  have  us  in  His  holy  keeping.

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APPENDIX. 


FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  do  not  do  more  than  to  submit  for  the 
consideration  and  information  of  the  brethren  of  the  Rite  in  Canada  some  facts  of 
general  interest  which  have  come  under  their  observation  in  perusing  the  docu¬ 
ments  submitted  to  them. 


SCOTLAND. 

“The  Annual  Reporter”  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Scotland  shows  that 
two  vacancies  occurred  in  that  Supreme  Council  during  the  year,  one  by  the  res¬ 
ignation  of  Ill.*.  Brou.  G.  F.  Russell  Colt,  owing  to  ill  health  and  inability  in 
the  future  to  attend  to  the  duties.  This  brother  was  elected  to  the  Supreme 
Council  in  1893.  In  accepting  his  resignation  his  illustrious  brethren  expressed 
regret  at  his  determination  and  their  sincere  thanks  for  his  past  services,  and  they 
made  him  an  honorary  life  member  of  the  Council.  The  other  vacancy  was 
caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  Francis  Jeffrey  Moncrieff,  who  died  on  May 
30th,  1900,  a  day  on  which  the  Supreme  Council  was  sitting.  There  was  placed 
in  the  minute  book  an  expression  of  the  grief  of  the  members,  for  their  departed 
brother,  although  in  failing  health,  “never  ceased  to  attend  to  his  duties  so  long 
as  strength  permitted.”  He  had  filled  several  offices  in  the  fraternity  with  zeal 
and  fidelity.  It  is  noted  “  that  to  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  him,  his 
amiability  of  disposition  endeared  him,  and  the  Council  feel  that  his  departure 
creates  a  great  blank  in  their  circle  ”  Col.  James  T.  Stewart  was  elected  to 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of  Brother  Colt,  and  that  made  by  the 
death  of  Bro.  Moncrieff”  was  not  filled  at  the  time;  therefore,  when  “The 
Reporter  ”  went  to  press  the  Supreme  Council  was  composed  of  eight  active  mem¬ 
bers.  There  were  five  honorary  members  who  were  formerly  active  members, 
and  thirteen  illustrious  brothers  of  that  degree  discharging  duties  abroad — one  of 
whom  is  in  China,  four  in  India,  two  in  New  Zealand,  three  in  Queensland,  two 
at  Capetown,  South  Africa,  and  one  in  the  West  Indies.  Since  1898  the  Supreme 
Council  fot  Scotland  has  established  Rose  Croix  Chapters  at  Johannesburg  and 
Pretoria  in  the  Transvaal,  at  Sydney  and  at  Forbes,  N.  S.  W.,  at  Hong  Kong  and 
at  Toowoomba  and  Charters  Towers,  Queensland,  and  at  Ayr — eight  in  all ;  and 
in  the  same  time  new  consistories  have  been  opened  at  Johannesburg  and  at 
Sydney.  It  may  be  interesting  to  state  that  after  considerable  correspondence 
between  the  Supreme  Councils  of  England  and  Scotland  the  concordat  relating  to 
the  reception  of  members  into  the  Rite  from  their  resoective  jurisdiction  has  been 
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modified.  The  original  agreement  was:  “No  private  chapter  under  either 
“  Supreme  Council  shall  confer  the  180  for  a  fee  of  less  than  ^3-3s. ,  or  upon  a 
“  brother  hailing  from  a  sister  jurisdiction  unless  by  special  permission  of  the  Su- 
“  preme  Council  of  the  country  to  which  his  craft  lodge  belongs.”  To  this  has  been 
added  the  following  :  “  But  any  brother  who  has  affiliated  into  a  lodge  belonging 
“  to  another  Constitution  from  that  under  which  he  was  initiated,  and  has  been 
“  recorded  in  the  books  of  its  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  apply  for  per- 
“  fection  to  a  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Princes  Rose  Croix  belonging  to  the  Consti- 
“  tution  to  which  he  has  come  to  belong.”  The  Supreme  Council  has  sanctioned 
a  new  Code  of  Constitution  and  Laws  for  the  government  of  the  Order  throughout 
its  jurisdiction.  There  were  also  adopted  “improvements  upon  the  working  ritual 
of  the  thirtieth  degree.”  The  new  English  ritual  of  the  Eighteenth  had  been  com¬ 
municated  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland,  and  thanks  therefor  were  voted. 
Among  other  matters  is  a  report  of  the  ninth  annual  conference  of  the  three  Su¬ 
preme  Councils,  which  was  held  in  London  on  8th  May.  There  was  no  special 
business  transacted,  but  the  visitors  saw  the  30°  and  310  conferred.  “  Nine  Ill.*. 
Brethren  were  admitted  to  the  30°.  It  was  observed  that  in  accordance  with  a 
recent  regulation  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England,  all  the  candidates  were 
either  Active  or  Past  Most  Wise  Sovereigns  of  the  Rose  Croix  Degree.”  The 
Supreme  Council  sent  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  its  satisfaction  and  joy  at  his  escape  from  a  cowardly  attack  upon  his  life, 
and  His  Royal  Highness  replied  in  a  graceful  message  of  thanks.  The  following 
minute  is  from  the  proceedings  at  a  meeting  in  August,  1899  : 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  received  from  the  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Canada  a  printed  copy  of  a  circular  addressed  by  that  Council  to  the  Bodies 
and  members  of  its  obedience,  intimating  the  removal  by  death  of  Ill.*.  Bro.*. 
William  Waddington,  Jr.,  330.  The  Supreme  Council  regretted  to  learn, 
even  in  this  indirect  manner,  of  the  loss  of  a  valued  member,  sustained  by  a  sister 
Supreme  Council. 

SOUTHERN  JURISDICTION  U.  S.  A. 

This  Supreme  Council  meets  once  in  two  years  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Its 
last  meeting  was  held  in  October,  1899,  and  its  Transactions,  including  the 
Statutes  adopted  at  the  meeting,  made  up  a  volume  of  nearly  three  hundred  and 
fifty  pages.  The  session  lasted  six  days.  On  one  of  the  days  a  visit  was  paid  to 
the  grave  ot  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Albert  Pike,  who  is  buried  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery. 
Addresses  were  delivered  by  several  of  the  brethren,  hymns  were  sung,  and  the 
“  memorial  service  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Feast  Days  was  per¬ 
formed.”  Ill.*.  Brother  Caswell,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  in  his 
address  announced  that  between  the  meetings  of  1897  and  1899  “  five  of  the  most 
devoted  and  useful  of  our  active  members”  had  died.*  He  also  reported  the 
death  of  four  emeriti  and  fourteen  honorary  members.  He  reported  also  that  the 
affairs  of  the  Supreme  Council  were  generally  in  good  condition.  The  report  of 
Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Webber,  Grand  Secretary-General,  showed  that  the  receipts  of  his

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office  in  the  years  1897  to  1899  were  $87,749.21.  The  membership  is  6,830  of 
the  thirty-second  degree,  and  8,917  of  the  fourteenth  degree.  There  are  21 
active  members  of  the  330  and  353  honorary  members.  Of  bodies  there  are  86 

Lodges  of  Perfection,  55  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  44  Councils  of  K - h,  37 

particular  consistories  and  3  Grand  or  State  Consistories.  The  number  of  Craft 
Lodges  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  is  7,147,  and  the  membership  338,187  Master 
Masons.  The  Supreme  Council  is  taking  steps  to  erect  in  Washington  a  statue 
to  the  memory  of  Ill.*.  Bro.\  Pike.  It  is  also  its  intention  to  celebrate  next  year 
the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  its  existence.  The  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations  during  the  session  submitted  a  report  in  which  they  said  that 

“  The  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  is  to-day  standing  upon  a  higher  plane, 
enjoying  a  larger  degree  of  prosperity,  exercising  a  greater  influence  arid  receiving 
more  respect  and  consideration  from  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  the  citizens  gen¬ 
erally  than  at  any  previous  period  in  the  history  of  the  Rite.” 

One  of  the  valuable  possessions  of  this  Supreme  Council  is  its  library,  over 
which  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Webber,  now  that  Bro.*.  Pike  is  no  more,  watches  with 
jealous  care.  Its  interest  increases  by  the  addition  to  its  shelves  of  many  valuable 
books.  The  Transactions  of  this  Supreme  Council  are  of  special  interest  for  the 
variety  of  information  which  they  contain  of  the  progress  of  Freemasonry  at  home 
and  abroad,  for  the  eloquent  tributes  to  the  dead,  for  the  artistic  manner  in  which 
the  portraits  of  deceased  brethren  are  printed,  for  the  complete  reports  of  the 
deputies,  and  many  other  things  which  the  intellectual  Mason  can  appreciate. 

From  observations  made  at  the  grave  of  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Pike  when  the  Supreme 
Council  visited  it,  the  following,  uttered  by  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Parvin,  of  Iowa,  one  of 
the  veterans  of  the  Supreme  Council,  are  taken  : 

It  was  my  privilege  in  early  years  to  have  met  our  distinguished  brother 
(Albert  Pike)  in  other  national  councils  where  he  took  a  prominent  part,  and 
by  reason  of  his  knowledge,  of  his  eloquence,  was  enabled  to  discharge  the  man¬ 
ifold  duties  devolving  upon  him  in  a  manner  not  only  highly  creditable  to  his 
constituents,  but  to  the  bodies  of  which  he  was  a  distinguished  member,  and  also 
of  the  craft  at  large. 

Behind  those  shaggy  locks,  which  constituted  a  conspicuous  feature  of  his 
grand  physique,  there  dwelt  the  massive  brain  and  gigantic  intellect  of  one  born 
to  rule  and  govern  and  enlighten  his  brethren  and  mankind.  It  was  in  that  intel¬ 
lectual  furnace  there  was  elaborated  the  literature  and  the  ritualism  of  the  Rite 
which  has  made  his  name  in  this  Supreme  Council  a  household  word  among  in¬ 
tellectual  masons  of  all  Rites,  wherever  dispersed  over  the  globe.  Thoroughly 
versed  as  he  was  in  the  history,  the  philosophy  and  the  symbolism  of  this  Rite  and 
of  the  Ancient  York  Rite,  he  lent  an  additional  charm  to  their  teaching  by  the 
infusion  of  his  knowledge  into  the  ritual  and  of  his  spirit  into  those  who  ministered 
at  our  altars.  His  name  is  now  and  will  forever  be  closely  identified  with  the 
literature  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  which  he  more  than  any  other  and  all  others 
served  to  elaborate  and  promulgate  for  the  edification  of  all  who  kneel  at  our 
altars  or  worship  at  our  shrine.  The  legacy  which  he  has  left  us  in  his  writings 
is  a  rich  legacy.  No  richer  one  was  ever  inherited  by  a  brother  Mason  or  a  body 
of  Masons.  We  point  to  his  labors  in  this  field  with  great  pride  and  infinite  love. 

Besides  this,  sir,  he  was  the  author  of  many  poems,  beautiful  in  sentiment, 
grand  in  thought,  and  lovely  in  the  views  which  they  presented  of  our  human 
nature.  One  above  all  others  has  been,  is  now  and  ever  will  be  quoted  upon  all 
memorial  occasions — -“Every  Year.”  They  touch  a  sympathetic  chord  in  our 
hearts  and  in  every  human  heart  who  reads  the  words  and  meditates  upon  the  senti-

ments  they  express,  and  so  in  his  nature  he  comprehended  the  grand,  the  beauti¬ 
ful  and  the  sublime  in  thought,  in  sentiment,  in  language.  That  treasure  we 
largely  possess,  and  if  we  but  study  more  thoroughly  the  principle  they  embody, 
we  shall  become  the  wiser  in  our  day  and  generation,  and  be  able  to  exemplify  in 
our  lives  a  grander  character  than  had  these  things  never  come  to  our  knowledge. 

The  Southern  Jurisdiction  is  undertaking  a  very  important  work,  and  one 
which  is  of  interest  to  us — a  revision,  with  a  view  to  abridgment,  of  its  rituals. 
As  for  the  most  part  in  all  of  our  degrees  we  have  adopted  its  rituals,  the  progress 
of  this  undertaking  will  be  followed  by  us  with  deep  interest. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  is  deeply  interested  in 
the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  Southern  Supreme  Council.  From  it  some  of  our 
earlier  members  drew  their  first  inspiration,  and  it  has  ever  been  influenced 
towards  us  by  the  most  fraternal  spirit. 


BELGIUM. 

The  Bulletin  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Belgium,  printed  in  1899,  covers 
two  numbers,  No.  39  for  the  year  ending  1st  November,  1896,  and  No.  40  for  the 
year  ending  1st  November,  1897.  In  a  general  way  much  of  the  information  which 
it  contains  has  passed  beyond  the  interest  of  the  present  hour,  and  yet  there  are  in 
the  two  numbers  a  great  deal  of  matter  to  arrest  the  attention  of  the  intelligent 
mason  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  Among  other  things  therein  printed  in  full  is  a 
paper  or  essay  written  quite  a  number  of  years  ago,  entitled  “The  Adoniram 
Myth,  or  the  Origin  and  Mysteries  of  Freemasonry.”  The  author  was  the  Knight 
Francois  Joseph  Ferdinand  Marchal,  who  was  born  at  Brussels  in  1780,  and  who 
entered  Freemasonry  at  Paris  at  the  early  age  of  18  years.  In  1831  he  received 
the  thirty-third  degree,  and  in  1833  became  an  active  member  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Belgium,  in  which  he  held  place  until  1856,  when  he  took  position 
among  the  honorary  members.  He  wrote  a  number  of  interesting  works — 
historical,  geographical  and  archaeological,  and  filled  important  positions  of  trust 
'n  the  kingdom  of  Belgium.  This  paper,  now  apparently  printed  for  the  first 
time,  is  a  calm  and  philosophical  study  of  the  origin  of  modem  freemasony,  an 
enquiry  carried  on  in  the  interests  of  truth,  without  “the  false  enthusiasm  of  an 
adept  or  the  hostility  of  an  adversary.”  After  a  careful  enquiry  into  all  the  facts, 
the  Chevalier  Marchal  reaches  the  conclusion  that  the  origin  of  freemasonry  as 
now  known  was  in  London  in  1717,  and  that  the  object  was  to  bring  together 
men  in  social  fellowship  who  might  differ  on  questions  of  politics,  religion  or  the 
like.  Taking  up  the  early  constitutions  and  practices,  he  refutes  the  charges 
brought  against  the  fraternity  by  Barruel,  Robinson  and  others,  that  its  aims  were 
to  destroy  the  altar  and  the  throne,  but  that  the  real  purpose  was  to  provide  a 
safe  and  pleasant  system  of  relaxation  from  the  hurry  of  business  and  the  intensity 
of  study.  This  paper  also  investigates  the  romance  and  the  mysteries  of  the 
institution,  and  contains  many  curious  speculations  and  statements  concerning 
the  aims  and  objects  of  the  high  degrees.  The  students  of  Scottish  Rite  Free¬ 
masonry  will  read  it  with  great  interest. 

An  interesting  matter  which  occurred  in  the  Supreme  Council,  was  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  proceedings  at  the  funeral  of  Ill.'.  Bro.\  Michelet,  a  civil  engineer 
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of  eminence,  and  an  active  member  of  the  Supreme  Council.  It  was  attended  by 
the  clergy  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Rite 
in  Belgium,  by  a  delegation  of  members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  who,  by  consent 
and  desire  of  the  children  of  the  deceased,  gave  expression  to  the  masonic  qualifi¬ 
cations  and  qualities  of  the  father.  A  report  of  the  observations  made  on  the 
occasion  by  Ill.-.  Bro.-.  Jottrand,  the  Grand  Orator,  are  printed,  in  order  to  define 
the  attitude  of  the  order  to  its  members  and  to  society.  Then  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Taverne, 
330,  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  which  the  deceased  brother  belonged,  was  called 
upon  to  explain  why  the  lodge  did  not  send  a  deputation  to  the  funeral  and  why 
the  death  was  not  announced  in  the  customary  manner  to  the  lodge.  Bro.\ 
Taverne  admitted  that  the  rule  required  that  a  deputation  of  seven  brethren 
should  attend  the  funeral,  and  one  of  them  should  speak  at  the  grave  upon  the 
character  of  the  deceased,  and  that  a  letter  announcing  the  death  should  be  sent 
to  every  member  of  the  lodge.  Me  added  that  some  years  ago  it  had  been 
decided,  under  stress  of  the  irritation  caused  by  the  renewal  in  1884  of  the  papal 
excommunication  against  Catholics,  that  in  case  of  a  funeral  under  auspices  of  the 
church,  no  discourse  should  be  pronounced  at  the  grave  and  no  battery  of  sorrow 
given  in  the  lodge.  He  knew,  however,  of  no  practice  or  understanding  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  sending  of  a  letter  announcing  the  death  of  a  brother.  He  was  away 
from  Brussels  when  Ill.*.  Bro.\  Michelet  died.  Personally  his  desire  and  feel¬ 
ings  were  to  support  the  practices  ordered  by  the  Supreme  Council,  but  this  had 
to  be  done  prudently.  Pie  added  that  the  battery  of  sorrow  for  the  death  of  Ill.*. 
Bro.*.  Michelet  had  been  given  in  the  Lodge,  and  in  future  he  would  see  that 
a  letter  announcing  the  death  of  a  brother  was  sent  out.  Bro.  Jottrand 
expressed  himself  satisfied  with  the  statements  made,  and  be  urged  that  in  all 
cases  a  letter  should  go  from  the  Lodge  to  its  members,  announcing  the  death  of  a 
brother  who  died  in  active  sympathy  with  the  Craft.  It  may  be  added  that  the 
address  made  at  the  grave  of  Brother  Michelet  by  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Jottrand  was 
an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased,  and  a  clear  statement  of  the 
sentiments  which  animate  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

On  12th  March,  1897,  the  Supreme  Council  admitted  five  new  members  to 
the  grade  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General,  and  it  is  recorded  that  they 
took  their  obligations  under  the  flag  of  the  Order  and  of  their  country,  Brother 
Vander  Wijck  taking  his  under  the  flag  of  the  Netherlands. 

Animated  by  high  Masonic  principle,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Belgium  and 
its  subordinate  bodies  are  holding  aloft  the  torch  of  Masonic  knowledge  and 
spreading  the  pure  principles  of  the  Order  often  under  very  great  difficulty.  Its 
bulletin  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  which  is  published.  The  organization  of 
the  fraternity  in  Belgium  is  different  from  that  in  Canada.  Within  the  bosom  of 
the  Supreme  Council  are  a  Council  of  Princes,  a  Tribunal  of  Inquisitors  Comman¬ 
ders,  an  Aeropagus  of  K - h,  a  Lodge  of  Saint  Andrew,  a  Court  of  Commanders 

of  the  Temple,  and  a  College  of  the  Royal  Axe.  Outside  of  these  there  is  an 
Aeropagus  at  Mons  and  one  at  Antwerp,  six  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  four 
Lodges  Symbolic  ;  but  by  agreement  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  no  war¬ 
rants  are  now  issued  for  the  Constitution  of  Lodges.  The  Grand  Commander  is 
Emile  de  Mot,  a  distinguished  lawyer  in  Brussels  and  mayor  of  that  city  ;  and 
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the  Grand  Secretary  is  Charles  Janssen,  ex-mayor  of  Brussels  (officially  he  is 
addressed  Monsieur  Celpes,  rue  des  Ursulines,  No.  15,  Brussels).  The  Supreme 
Council  is  composed  of  thirty-three  active  members  and  there  are  several  associate 
and  honorary  members.  The  Craft  in  Belgium  has  enjoyed  prosperity  and  en¬ 
countered  adversity,  but  it  has  ever  been  the  upholder  of  freedom,  the  friend  of 
education  and  the  exponent  of  ideas  favorable  to  the  extension  of  liberty. 

MEXICO. 

Several  printed  papers  and  circulars  have  been  submitted  to  your  committee 
dealing  with  certain  conditions  of  and  movements  in  Freemasonry  in  Mexico.  It 
is  not  necessary  to  enter  upon  them  at  any  great  length.  This  Supreme  Council 
is  firm  in  its  friendship  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  in  the  Mexican  Republic.  It  recognizes  that  there  is  in  that 
Supreme  Council  a  sincere  desire  to  govern  the  institution  according  to  its  legiti¬ 
mate  practices,  its  ancient  Constitutions  and  its  well-understood  principles.  It 
also  recognizes  that  this  may  be  a  much  more  difficult  task  in  that  Republic  than 
it  is  in  English-speaking  countries  where  Masonry  has  been  long  established, 
where  its  laws  are  well  understood,  and  where  the  different  governing  bodies  have 
their  relations  towards  each  other  well  defined.  It  sees  that  the  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Republic  seeks  to  control  only  the  degrees  which  are  generally  accepted 
in  this  country  as  belonging  peculiarly  to  the  Supreme  Council,  and  that  in  its 
treaty  with  the  United  Mexican  Grand  Lodge  it  aims  to  strengthen  that  body  in 
its  control  of  Craft  Masonry.  There  are  occasionally  reports  of  practices  among 
the  Freemasons  of  Mexico  which  are  quite  at  variance  with  a  proper  respect  for 
the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Society,  and  there  are  doings  attributed  to  some 
bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite  there  which  would  not  be  permitted  in  this  country  ; 
but  this  Supreme  Council  is  not  disposed  to  accept  as  correct  reports  which  come 
without  substantial  proof,  or  to  receive  as  facts  mere  rumors.  So  far  as  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Mexico  is  concerned,  this  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  is 
disposed  to  put  the  most  favorable  construction  upon  its  acts  and  to  believe  that 
it  is  animated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  strengthen  the  institution  and  to  make  it  the 
means  of  doing  great  good  in  Mexico.  The  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  hopes 
that  if  there  has  been  any  departure  from  the  well-established  usages  of  the  frater¬ 
nity  in  regard  to  the  persons  admitted  as  members  or  otherwise,  there  will  be  a 
speedy  end  put  to  such  proceedings.  It  is  a  matter  for  deep  regret  that  in  Ma¬ 
sonic  periodicals  and  reports  many  statements  appear  which  are  prejudicial  to  the 
character  of  the  Craft  in  Mexico,  and  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  will  note 
with  pleasure  and  satisfaction  any  movement  towards  a  condition  which  will  unite 
the  Craft  in  that  country  and  put  an  end  to  disputes,  some  of  which  at  least  have 
no  substantial  basis  for  their  existence. 

CENTRAL  AMERICA. 

Below  is  printed  the  major  portion  of  a  circular  sent  to  sister  Supreme  Councils 
by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Central  America,  and  it  is  printed  here  for  general 
information,  so  that  Scottish  Rite  masons  in  Canada  may  be  informed  of  ideas 
which  exist  in  other  jurisdictions.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Canada  has  never  committed  itself  to  plans  for  the  universal  govern- 
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ment  of  the  order  by  any  aggregation  of  authorities.  It  did  not  join  the  Lausanne 
convention,  and  it  has  steadily  declined  to  consider  any  similar  organization,  as 
it  believes  that  the  legitimate  work  of  a  Supreme  Council  is  to  control  and  wisely 
govern  the  society  within  its  own  jurisdiction,  trusting  to  friendly  correspondence 
and  fraternal  representations  to  bring  about  common  purposes  when  these  are 
needed.  It  recognizes  that  the  institution  is  universal,  but  it  also  feels  that  the 
national  genius  of  a  country  affects  considerably  the  spirit  in  which  the  Supreme 
Council  of  that  country  will  display  itself,  and  that  to  force  one  Supreme  Council 
to  accept  the  views  and  opinions  of  others  might  retard  rather  than  promote 
harmony.  It  does  not  deny  that  a  day  will  come  when  men  and  nations  will  be 
closer  together  than  they  are  now,  but  that  day  cannot  be  hastened  by  movements 
which  may  be  much  in  advance  of  the  real  opportunities  for  unity  of  those  who 
propose  them.  However,  the  views  of  our  Ill.'.  Brothers  in  Central  America  are 
worthy  of  being  presented  : 


Guatemala,  30th  May,  1900. 

The  Grand  Sec.'.  Gen.’.,  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brother  : 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America  has  accepted  an  invitation  from 
Supreme  Council  of  Paris,  France,  to  send  delegates  to  a  Congress  of  Supreme 
Councils,  to  be  held  at  Paris  during  the  time  of  the  Universal  Exposition,  and 
have  appointed  our  Ill.*.  Bros.*.  Chas.  D’Huin  and  Leon  Dreyfus  to  repre¬ 
sent  us  at  the  convention.  , 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  instructed  me  to  forward  you  a 
memo,  of  instructions  given  to  our  representatives  in  the  hope  that  you  may  find 
them  acceptable,  and  that  you  will  give  instructions  similar  to  your  representatives, 
also  that  you  recommed  the  organization  of  a  permanent  General  Assembly  of 
Supreme  Council. 

The  following  are  the  instructions  above  mentioned  :  As  one  of  the  most 
important  factors  of  the  Order  is  to  consolidate  the  interests  of  all  Supreme 
Councils,  and  to  a  uniform  action  in  providing  for  the  widow  and  the  orphan, 
and  the  well-being  of  the  human  race. 

The  existing  Supreme  Council  have  done  what  they  could  in  their  juris¬ 
dictions  to  spread  the  light,  but  a  more  united  action  would  be  put  forth  if  it 
was  done  under  a  permanent  central  corporation,  and  the  proceedings  would 
be  much  easier  put  into  permanent  records,  which  have  in  the  past  been  difficult 
to  consolidate.  One  of  the  obstacles  of  consolidation  is  the  lack  of  uniformity  in 
rituals,  disagreements  and  the  invasion  of  jurisdiction  of  other  Supreme  Councils, 
and  also  laxness  in  correspondence. 

Uniformity  of  ritual  and  doctrine  would  be  fully  accomplished  by  a  general 
assembly,  whose  permanent  attributions  are  mentioned  in  the  circular. 

The  Tribunal  of  Arbitration,  organized  at  the  convention  at  Lausanne  in 
September,  1875,  tried  to  define  the  jurisdictions  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent 
disputes  and  decide  as  between  one  and  another. 

They  formed  a  plan  of  universal  signs,  grips  and  secret  words  for  the  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  brethren,  but  their  endeavors  to  decide  matters  of  jurisdiction  have 
proven  futile,  but  it  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  had  the  sympathy  of  every 
loyal  brother.  Now,  after  a  quarter  of  a  century  has  passed,  we  must  keep  pace 
with  the  advanced  age  in  which  we  live,  and  we  have  thought  this  convention 
the  time  to  make  more  progress  for  the  good  of  our  order. 
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We  have  deliberated  the  matter  very  carefully,  with  the  result  that  we  here¬ 
with  transmit  you,  as  our  representative  in  your  Council,  that  you  promote  the 
formation  of  a  permanent  General  Assembly  of  Supreme  Councils  on  the  basis 
following  : 

1.  That  said  Assembly  be  composed  of  special  delegates  from  each  of  the 
existing  Supreme  Councils. 

2.  Said  delegates  shall  be  Sov.\  Gr.\  Ins.'.  Gen.'.,  330,  of  each  Supreme 
Council,  or  they  may  confer  the  mission  to  one  of  their  active  members  or  to 
another  Inspector-General  who  is  a  member  of  another  Supreme  Council. 

3.  Sessions  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  two  (2)  months. 

4.  The  Assembly  shall  elect  its  own  President,  and  form  the  order  of  pro¬ 
cedure  as  it  seem  expedient. 

5.  The  Congress  of  Paris  shall  decide  where  the  Assembly  shall  be  held 
permanently. 

6.  The  attributions  of  Assembly  shall  be  as  follows  : 

To  study  the  Rituals  in  existence  and  decide  which  should  be 
universally  used  in  all  Councils,  or  compile  and  authorize  new  rituals  for 
general  use. 

To  publish  annual  proceedings  of  all  Supreme  Councils. 

To  decide  controversies  between  Supreme  Councils,  or  between 
Supreme  Councils  and  any  other  masonic  corporations,  and  if  they  do 
not  wish  to  submit  to  the  judgment  of  the  Assembly,  all  the  Supreme 
Councils  forming  it  shall  not  recognize  them  nor  hold  communication 
with  .them. 

Tp  guard  inviolate  the  territory  of  each  jurisdiction  represented, 
condemning  any  invasion  by  Supreme  Council  or  Symbolic  Grand 
Lodge,  or  any  other  regular  symbolic  body. 

To  authorize  the  instituting  of  new  Supreme  Councils,  after  having 
found  all  are  in  perfect  good  standing  and  are  legally  entitled  to 
be  instituted,  also  to  define  the  territory  of  their  jurisdiction. 

To  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  330  masons  and  any  other  attribu¬ 
tions,  without  prejudice  to  existing  autonomy  of  Supreme  Councils  which 
may  be  thought  expedient. 

7.  In  case  of  a  disagreement,  the  investigation  will  be  made  by  a  commission 
composed  of  three  (3)  delegates,  and  their  decision  reported  in  open  session. 
Delegates  belonging  to  the  Supreme  Council  in  question  shall  be  parties  to  the 
judgment,  or  if  the  controversy  was  between  another  body  not  having  a  delegate 
in  the  Assembly,  there  shall  be  one  appointed  ad  hoc,  or  nominate  a  proxy 
ex-officio. 

These  are  the  basis  upon  which  we  propose  to  debate;  these  of  course  may 
be  augmented  or  corrected  as  the  case  may  require  during  the  debates. 

Please  submit  these  to  your  Supreme  Council,  and  supplicate  them  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  matter  to  your  delegates  appointed  to  the  Congress  in  Paris.

This  Supreme  Council  issues  quartely  an  official  bulletin,  copies  of  which  are 
sent  us  (for  which  our  thanks  are  due),  and  it  otherwise  shows  signs  of  consider¬ 
able  activity. 
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BRAZIL. 

The  Grand  Orient  and  Supreme  Council  of  Brazil  sends  us  a  copy  of  its 
Annual  for  the  year  1899-1900.  It  makes  up  into  a  publication  of  230  pages,  and 
contains  a  good  deal  of  interesting  information  concerning  Masonic  conditions  in 
that  Republic.  We  learn  from  it  that  the  Grand  Orient  and  Supreme  Council  of 
Brazil  is  a  federation  whose  seat  is  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  is  composed  of  the 
officials  and  representatives  of  divers  organizations  represented  in  it  according  to 
the  constitutions  and  general  and  particular  regulations  from  which  it  derives  its 
existence,  and  is  a  regular  registered  organization  under  the  laws  of  the  Republic. 
The  Masonic  Society  has  existed  in  Brazil  in  an  organized  form  since  1821.  The 
present  head  of  the  Order  is  Antonio  Joaquim  de  Macedo  Soares,  who  is 
Grand  Master  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Craft,  and  he  is  also  the  head  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  In  the  General  Assembly  the  various 
Rites,  York,  Modern,  Adonhiram  and  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  are  repre¬ 
sented.  The  Rite  Modern  has  its  own  Grand  Chapter,  which  controls  its  bodies 
of  the  higher  degrees.  Of  this  also  Ill.*.  Brother  de  Macedo  Soares  is  the 
head.  This  Grand  Chapter  has  thirty-three  active  members,  as  has  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  The  Adonhiram  Rite  is  also  governed  by  a  Grand 
Chapter  of  Noachites  of  thirty-three  members,  of  which  the  same  Ill.*.  Brother  is 
the  Grand  Commander.  They  all  have  the  same  Grand  Secretary — Ill.*.  Bro.*. 
Henrique  Valladares.  The  Grand  Lodge  Central  controls  the  general 
affairs  of  all  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Republic  so  far  as  these  are  not  regu¬ 
lated  by  State  Grand  Lodges.  There  are  in  active  operation  one  Grand  Consistory, 
five  Councils  of  K - h,  244  Chapters  and  372  Lodges.  The  system  of  adminis¬ 

tration  seems  somewhat  complicated,  but  the  Order  is  united,  and  what  seem  to 
be  complications  are  but  the  result  of  efforts  to  bring  many  systems  under  one 
administration.  The  one  great  fact  is  that  after  many  divisions  and  separations 
the  craft  in  Brazil  is  in  a  state  of  harmony.  The  Grand-Master  Grand-Comman¬ 
der  is  a  Mason  of  great  knowledge  and  experience,  and  has  occupied  his  position 
of  Grand  Master  since  1891.  It  might  be  an  interesting  enquiry  whether,  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  fact,  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  Brazil 
is  an  absolutely  supreme  power  in  Freemasonry,  or  whether  it  is  not  dominated  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  which  its  officers  and  active  members  sit  on  the  same 
footing  with  the  officers  and  active  members  of  the  other  Rites  mentioned  above. 
However,  the  Committee  are  not  at  this  moment  pursuing  investigations  along 
this  line  ;  it  could  only  be  done  with  a  copy  of  the  Brazilian  Constitutions 
before  it. 

FRANCE. 

The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  France  has  in  the  past  few  years 
passed  through  a  severe  crisis,  owing  to  difficulties  which  have  arisen  of  a  kind 
very  difficult  to  settle.  These  difficulties  originated  partly  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Supreme  Council  itself,  or  rather  in  the  mode  of  operating  the  Constitution,  in 
the  neglect  of  some  members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  and  in  the  extreme  views 
which  were  taken  by  certain  lodges  and  brethren  on  many  questions  of  a  social 
and  general  kind.  In  other  words,  differences  which  arose  in  the  craft  on  ques¬ 
tions  of  Masonic  government  were  increased  by  bringing  into  them  broader 
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questions  of  economy,  philosphy  and  life  generally.  Apparently  the  main  difficul¬ 
ties  are  over,  a  work  of  reform  and  improvement  was  begun  which  has  solved 
most  of  the  troubles,  but  the  struggle  has  left  its  marks  upon  the  fraternity  in  the 
dimunition  of  the  strength  and  influences  of  the  Rite.  One  great  trouble  in  France 
in  regard  to  Freemasonry  is  the  number  of  Supreme  authorities.  If  a  lodge  is 
dissatisfied  it  may  easily  withdraw  from  the  authority  which  created  it,  abandon 
the  Rite  in  which  it  was  instituted,  and  attach  itself  to  another  system..  It  is  not 
difficult  to  see  that  one  result  of  this  is  to  weaken  the  principle  of  authority  gen¬ 
erally.  Some  years  ago  the  Supreme  Council  had  under  its  jurisdiction  a  number 
of  lodges  of  the  first  three  degrees,  which  it  governed  through  a  body  that  was 
partially  representative  of  these  degrees  and  partially  a  commission  of  its  own.  A 
number  of  these  lodges  withdrew  and  formed  a  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  of  Scottish 
Freemasonry,  which  increased  the  number  of  governing  bodies  in  the  Republic 
without  adding  strength  to  the  system  generally,  inasmuch  as  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France  already  controlled  all  the  lodges  working  in  the  Modern  Rite,  and  also 
controlled  some  bodies  working  the  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  But  the  Supreme 
Council,  having  reformed  itself,  has  striven  earnestly  and  devotedly  to  adjust  itself 
to  the  new  condition  of  things.  It  has  suffered  severely  by  loss  of  subordinates,  by 
the  disappearance  of  its  principal  sources  of  revenue,  by  the  dissatisfaction  which 
arises  out  of  unfortunate  conditions,  but  notwithstanding  all  of  this  it  is  steadily 
discharging  its  duties,  with,  perhaps,  some  diminution  of  its  ancient  glory,  but 
with  strong  hopes  for  the  future.  As  at  present  constituted  it  does  not  exercise 
direct  control  over  Craft  Lodges,  and  until  quite  recently  its  subordinates  were 
Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  Council  of  K — h.  But  it  has  the  rituals  of  the 
degrees  40  to  140  revised  and  abridged,  and  it  is  now  constituting  bodies  with 
authority  to  work  these  degrees  independently  of  the  Chapters  which  have  had, 
heretofore,  control  over  them  without  working  them.  Its  constituents  in  1899 
were  two  Lodges  of  Perfection,  twenty-two  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  seven 
Councils  of  K — h.  Some  of  these  bodies  are  in  the  Colonies  and  some  in  Foreign 
Countries.  The  principle  has  been  adopted  of  requiring  a  brother  who  seeks  ad¬ 
vancement  to  belong  to  a  Lodge  of  Symbolic  Masonry  recognized  by  the  Scottish 
Rite.  Apparently  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  of  Scottish  Masonry,  which  was 
formed  some  years  ago,  or  a  portion  of  it,  has  been  merged  into  or  united  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  which  latter  body  is  now  the  controlling  power  of 
the  Craft  Lodges  of  the  Rite.  But  there  is  still  a  body  calling  itself  the  Symbolic 
Scottish  Grand  Lodge,  and  this  principle  is  carried  still  further  by  a  rule  that  no 
one  shall  receive  the  degrees  31,  32  and  33,  who  do  not  belong  exclusively  to 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies.  It  is  not  difficult  to  understand,  why,  in  France,  a  regula¬ 
tion  like  that  just  referred  to  should  be  found  necessary.  A  brother  entering  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  its  high  degrees,  but  having  those  of  the  Modern  Rite  in  the 
Symbolic  degrees,  is  under  an  entirely  different  authority,  a  condition  which  is 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  certain  of  the  higher  degrees  are  common  to  both 
Rites.  Apparently,  however,  there  are  other  troubles,  or  causes  for  trouble; 
among  them  an  unwillingness  to  surrender  individuality  for  the  general  advantage. 
For  example,  the  announcement  is  made  that  one  lodge  did  not  submit  to  the 
fusion  of  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
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with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  because  it  determined  to  reject  always  and  ever 
the  words  of  the  hypothesis  in  the  title,  “The  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe,” 
and  because  it  did  not  feel  that  the  lodges  which  had  passed  under  the  control  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  were  sufficiently  guarded  in  their  rights.  It  had, 
therefore,  either  declared  itself  a  Grand  Lodge,  or  had  set  up  or  revived  the 
Symbolic  Grand  Lodge.  Another  instance  of  the  diffculties  which  Freemasonry 
has  to  encounter  is  set  out  in  an  address  delivered  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France,  at  the  Annual  Fete  of  the  Order,  attended  by  the 
Supreme  Council,  on  23rd  December,  1899,  who  said  among  other  things  : 

The  year  which  is  about  to  expire  has  passed  away  peaceably  and  without 
disturbance.  A  single  regrettable  incident  deserves  to  be  noted,  for  it  might 
have  caused  a  deep  division  in  our  fraternity  if  a  definite  solution  had  not  been 
promptly  interposed. 

I  wish  to  speak  here,  and  I  shall  do  so  briefly,  for  the  information  of  brethren 
who  have  not  followed  the  matter  in  all  its  details. 

One  of  the  oldest  lodges  in  the  Scottish  Rite — the  Scottish  Jerusalem — had 
received  in  the  way  of  affiliation  several  brethren  coming  from  the  group 
( group  ement )  of  the  two  sexes,  which  is  entitled  “Human  Rights”  ( Le  Droit 
Humain )  ;  they  took  the  title  of  Masters  which  they  had  given  them. 

They  succeeded  in  matriculating  by  surprise  these  affiliates  under  the  control 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  The  fact  was  at  first  unperceived,  but  the 
brothers  who  were  thus  entered  on  Freemasonry  having  asked  to  be  advanced  to 
the  eighteenth  degree,  references  were  asked  for  at  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

Then  the  irregularity  which  had  been  committed  was  perceived. 

The  Lodge  was  fraternally  invited  to  regularize  the  situation  by  initiating 
these  brethren  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  It  not  only 
refused  to  do  that,  but  it  introduced  a  polemical  discussion  of  a  violent  character, 
crying  out  against  the  abuse  of  power,  and  denouncing  the  Federal  Council  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  to  all  the  Lodges  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  even  to 
those  of  the  French  Rite. 

Finally  they  detached  themselves  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  These 
are  the  facts.  We  feel  that  they  should  be  mentioned  in  such  an  address,  this  in 
order  that  our  successors  may  note  the  signification  and  the  bearing  of  this  pro¬ 
ceeding. 

It  was  a  means  of  realizing  the  desire  of  a  certain  number  of  people,  who 
have  for  their  object  the  admission  of  women  into  our  Lodges. 

If  it  is  true  that  before  leaving  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  the  Lodge  Scottish 
Jerusalem  made  exchange  of  pledges  of  friendship  with  the  Droit  Humain,  we 
must,  as  events  have  proven,  avoid  falling  into  the  net  which  was  spread  out 
before  us. 

We  could  not  allow  the  situation  to  be  carried  by  surprise,  having  regard  to 
our  legislation  and  to  the  perils  which  would  follow. 

In  fact,  our  rituals  expressly  say  that  women  cannot  be  admitted  in  our 
Temples  ;  and  there  is  another  consideration,  Freemasonry  constituted  as  it  is, 
having  resisted  the  storms  of  politics  for  over  a  century  and  a  half,  would  it  not 
now  be  imprudent  to  allow  to  enter  into  it  an  element — “  the  women’s  rights 
questions” — upon  a  subject  of  which  it  has  no  experience  ? 

Let  us  be  understood  !  We  admit  the  rights  of  women  ;  we  applaud  all  en¬ 
deavor  to  establish  their  legimate  claims,  but  we  have  a  duty  to  do  towards  our 
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institution,  and  it  would  he  imprudent  to  submit  it  to  experiences,  the  dangers  of 
which  are  clearly  apparent. 

Animated  by  these  sentiments  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  has  seen  with 
sorrow  the  necessity  of  ceasing  the  relations  which  had  been  established  some 
months  before  with  the  head  Grand  Lodge  Scottish  Symbolical  which  ostensibly 
favors  the  projects  of  the  Droit  Humain  with  regard  to  the  so-called  mixed 
Masonry. 

At  the  meeting  at  which  the  above  statement  was  made  the  fact  was  noted 
that  while  there  was  a  Lodge  lost  from  the  roll  one  had  also  been  added,  consti¬ 
tuted  for  foreigners  by  the  Supreme  Council  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France. 
“  There  are  brethren  of  English  and  American  nationality  who  have  solicited  the 
favor  to  work  in  France  under  our  laws.”  It  is  called  the  Anglo-Saxon  Lodge. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
Ill.*.  Bro.*.  John  W.  Murton,  was  received  with  deep  regret  by  the  Supreme 
Council  of  France,  and  the  triple  battery  of  sorrow  was  given  in  his  memory. 

III.*.  Bro.*.  Proal,  distinguished  for  many  years  as  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  retired  from  that  position,  owing  to  age  and  ill  health,  and  was 
created  “  Honorary  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.”  It  was  not  until  after  he 
had  several  times  tendered  his  resignation  that  the  Supreme  Council  accepted  it, 
assuring  him  at  the  same  time  of  its  sentiments  of  gratitude,  and  respectful 
affection  towards  him.  This  venerable  brother  closed  his  earthly  career  on  June 
6th,  1900,  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight  years,  and  his  memory  will  long  be  treasured 
by  the  Freemasons  of  France. 

Ill.*.  Bro.  J.  M.  Raymond  was  elected  to  succeed  Bro.  Proal.  It  was  the 
good  fortune  of  some  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  to  meet  Ill.*. 
Bro.*.  Raymond  at  Chicago  in  1893,  and  they  retain  lively  recollection  of  his 
courtesy,  ability,  and  warm  feeling  for  the  fraternity. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  France  is  composed  of  twenty-six  active  members, 
and  these  are  divided  into  commissions  or  committees  ;  there  is  a  committee 
called  the  executive,  which  meets  weekly  and  deals  with  matters  of  administration ; 
a  committee  of  finance  ;  a  visiting  committee,  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  meetings 
of  the  subordinate  bodies  ;  and  a  propaganda  committee,  to  whom  is  referred  all 
matters  relating  to  the  establishing  of  new  bodies. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  France  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  are  on 
visiting  terms  with  each  other. 

The  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Councils  referred  to  in  the  circular  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Central  America  appears  to  have  taken  place  in  Paris  during 
the  Great  Exposition,  probably  in  July,  but  we  have  no  record  of  its  proceedings. 
The  Supreme  Council  for  France  dispensed  courteous  hospitality  to  the  visitors.

Council  of  the  important  jurisdiction  adjoining  our  own.  It  is  in  a  flourishing 
and  harmonious  condition.  Its  income  in  the  year  which  ended  September,  1900, 
was  $39,278  ;  its  expenditure  on  ordinary  account  was  $18,327,  and  it  added  to 
its  permanent  fund  $13,882.  The  permanent  fund  is  now  $205,838.  To  Ill.*. 
Bro.*.  Palmer,  its  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  Ill.*.  Bro.\  Clinton  F. 
Paige,  its  Secretary-General,  our  Supreme  Council  is  constantly  under  obligation. 
We  note  with  pleasure  their  re-election  to  office  for  another  term.
